Mr. Elmer Anderson

Dear Mr. Anderson: 
It is very distressing and dis- 


heartening to me to read arti- 
cles in the news such as you 
wrote for the Hope Star on De- 
cember 7; it did about as much 
damage as 
another 
incident 


years ago on the same date. 


I wonder if you realize the ca- 


liber of men and the amount of 
time they devote to officiating 
high school and Junior high 
school athletics in our state; we 
have 1215 officials in Arkansas 
who are registered with the Ar- 
kansas Officials Association. 


These men spend hours and 


'hours studying rules and me- 
chanics; they are required to 
attend a state rules meeting; a 
district rules meeting; and ma- 
ny local rules meetings. They 
must take and pass a rigid rule 
examination; to be a certified 
official, which is the highest 
rating, they must make a grade 
of 90 per cent or better to be 
eligible. 


Ninety-five percent of these 


officials are successful business 
men throughout our state; in or- 
der to reach the site of the 
games, in many instances they 
must take time off from their 
work or business; they must buy 
their equipment and clothes; 
they must keep their clothes 
neat and clean at all times; 
they must drive their personal 
cars many miles receiving lit- 
tle or no pay for mileage; this 
'must be done in all sorts of 
weather and at all hours. 
i They must "take" the "boo- 
ing", "the cursing, and the un- 
complimentary remarks of the 
unsportsmanlike fans. For all 
this they receive an unhealthy 
fee of from $5.00 to $25.00 a 
night, depending on where and 
for whom they work. This cer- 
tainly proves these men are not 
officiating for the money in- 
volved; nearly 100 per cent of 
these men are 
dedicated to 


school boy athletics; they re- 
main in this officiating "deal" 
because they love sports in gen- 
eral and they will do anything 
to keep our high school athletics 
on a high plane. 


These officials are honest, un- 


biased, and impartial; sure they 
make mistakes, they miss rule 
infractions and sometimes their 
judgment differs from that of 
the fans. I am sure also that 
you as a fan, the coaches, and 
the players all make mistakes, 
too, 


I wonder what would happen 


if we didn't have these dedi- 
cated men to officiate our high 
school football and basketball 
games. 


Your statements such as: 


games are called wrong (one- 
sided); 
officials 
have 
their 


minds made up before the game 
is played; calling fouls when 
there are no fouls; doubt of ho- 
nesty and integrity; bias and 
partiality of officials; these and 
other accusations are absolute- 
ly preposterous and should ne- 
ver and would never be made 
by any true follower of ama- 
teur sports. 


Paraphrasing your final state- 


ment, I think the sports loving 
people should stand up and be 
counted to use every effort to 
eliminate the "rabid" "homer 
type" fan from all athletic con- 
tests. 


Now, Mr. Anderson, for the 


good of all boys and girls, and 
for the promotion of good, clean 
athletics, please, in the future, 
leave your "expert" officiating 
whistle at home, and go out and 
enjoy the game as it is played 
and officiated.

dertaking, named the Saturday 
Spectacular,

bringing the 18 clubs participat- 
ing in the venture about S300,- 
000 a year in addition to reve- 
nue from local telecasts. 


Two clubs with previous com- 


mittments — the Philadelphia 
Phillies and ' the 
CBS-owned 


Yankees — are not participants. 


The Phillies are expected to 


join before the start of the sea- 
son and it is hoped the Yankees 
will join the rest of baseball for 
the 1966 season. 


During the 1965 season me 


kees televised 22 home games 
on a national basis via CBS, re- 
ceiving $550,000. They are ex- 
pected to co the same in 1965. 


John Fetzer, owner of the De- 


troit Tigers and one of the 
prime movers in the package 
arrangement with ABC, admit- 
ted the Yankees participation 
would have made the transac- 
tion more attractive and said: 


"We hope the Yankees will be 


included in 1966. But we are 
unable to determine that at the 
present time." 


The Yankees said much the 


same through General Manager 
Ralph Houk. 


"We have not committed our- 


selves one way or the other," he 
pointed out. "Our contract for 
this year with CBS is so much 
better than what the others are 
to get, we would have to study 
the proposition when we are no 
longer committed to our present 
contract."

Not Making 
Self Popular

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson has a favorite 
word, "frugality." Since Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc- 
Namara takes it seriously, as he 
showed again over the weekend, 
they get along. 


McNamara's brand of frugali- 


ty, like plans for closing mili- 
tary 
and naval bases and 


merging the Army Reserve with 
the National Guard, won't win 
him a popularity contest with 
the people and places affected. 


This is true with some mem- 


bers of Congress, where there 
are some of the tallest cries for 
economy, either because they 
are in the reserves 
or their 


states lose income when bases 
are closed. 


£uh McNamara's thrift; 'which 


he,;w^^^cticihg:bef9rei Jolin;- 
soij 'moved' into : the 
White 


House, endears him to the Pres- 
ident. It's a case of just what 
the doctor ordered. 


Johnson was in office less 


than three weeks when he said 
the Defense Department must 
make "the largest effort" to- 
ward economy and "achieve the 
biggest savings." 


He patted McNamara ahead 


•of time by saying: This country 
has never had "an abler or 
more dedicated secretary of 
defense, and I have known them 
all." 


All this paid off. Early this 


year Johnson, facing an election 
and therefore double concerned 
about spending, was able to 
produce a budget under $100 
billion. It was $97.9 billion. 


The Defense 
Department's 


share of this was $51.2 billion, a 
cut of $1.1 billion from last 
year. 


Last April, McNamara, writ- 


ing about his job, said that when 
he took office he could have 
adopted either of two broad phi- 
losophies of management. 


He could be passive, meaning

he could make the decisions on 
recommendations made to him;

He said "this actvie role rep- 


resents my own philosophy of 
management." 


He hustled around, visiting 


bases that he thought could be 
eliminated, 
reducing the De- 


fense Department payroll. 


And last October, after the 


Kremlin leaders threw out Pre- 
mier Khrushchev and the Red 
Chinese had their first nuclear 
explosion, McNamara said nei- 
ther will mean any significant 
increase in next year's budget. 


Speaking of American nuclear 


power, he said: "These forces 
are adequate to survive a sun 


prise attack upon tlu's country 
and survive with sufficient pow- 
er to strike back in such a way 
as to assure the simultaneous 
destruction of the Communist 
Chinese and the Soviet societies. 


"If there should be any indi- 


cation of significant increases 
in Soviet forces or Soviet mili- 
tary budgets, for example, we 
shall be able lo lake the neces- 
sary steps to counter these in- 
creases before they become ef- 
fective." 


It seems a good guess that in 


the budget Johnson offers Con- 
gress next month McNamara's 
Defense Department may ask 
for even less than this year. 


This is behind the guess: On 


Nov. 
19 McNamara announced 


plans for closing 95 military 
bases and Navy yards in 33 


stales and five countries abroad 
to save $477 million. 


The same day Johnson said 


he estimates that the level ol 
defense spending will remain 
constant or even be less "if 
there is no significant change in 
the threat we face." 


Then last week Moscow an- 


nounced a 4 per cent cut in So- 
viet 
defense 
spending. 
This 


might be a coincidence. Or it 
could mean both big powers are 
slowing down the arms race. 


Over this past weekend, Mc- 


Namara said he plans to elimi- 
nate all unnecessary Army Re- 
serve units and merge the oth- 
ers with the States' 
National 


Guard. He figured this would 
eliminate about 150,000 men 
from the rolls and save $150 
million a year. 


But after the 1883 decision of

1964 act was that telling busi- 
nessmen they had to serve till

property rights. The act was 
passed after a record Senate 
filibuster mul signed into law by 
President Johnson last July 2. 


It ran into some quick de- 


fiance and lest cases were 
rushed lo the court. Tuesday's 
unanimous opinion was written 
by Justice. Torn C.'ark. 


Instead of invoking the. 14th 


Amendment, thus undoing the 
1883 opinion, since few motels or 
hotels can operate without state 
or city regulation, Clark hused 
his opinion on the power the 
commerce clause of the Consti- 
tution gives the government to 
regulate interstate commerce.

placement for Halleck. 


Tuesday night, Ford gave the 


talk of supplanting Halleck a 
little more substance by saying, 
"I have made no decision5' on 
whether to challenge the Indi- 
anan. 


However • the 49-year-old fa- 


vorite of the Young Turks also 
told a reporter, "Ichave made a 
maximum effort:to disassociate 
this leadership matter with the 
meeting tomorrow.*' 


He added he has set no time 


when he may make a decision 
on whether to be a candidate for 
leader. 


Most of the subjects listed for 


conference discussion had to do 
with the effort of the Republi- 
cans, who lost a net of 38 House 
seats in last month's election, to 
keep from being pushed too far 
to the wings of the congression- 
al stage. There will be 140 Re- 
publicans in the' new House 
compared to 295 Democrats. 


In this category are long- 


standing Republican demands 
for the right to name more staff 
members directly responsible to 
the minority of House commit- 
tees.

Worry about the risk of a steel 
strike next spring appears to be 
behind much of the change in 
thinking about stock buildups to 
hedge against possible shortag- 
es or the chances of more wide- 
spread pi-ice increases. 


These signs and portents are 


being read into the latest survey 
of manufacturers by the Com- 
merce Department. It reports 
total sales this final quarter ap- 
parently have levelled off at 
$112.4 million. Four months ago 
factories aere predicting a rise 
in the final months of this year. 


Factory 
sales 
of 
durables 


have fallen this quarter, the 
survey shows, with auto sales 
being the chief culprit. The $300 
million drop in hard goods cut 
the total to $58 billion. 


But nondurables have risen a 


bit from the third quarter and 
are expected to total $54.4 bil- 


The industrial chiefs were 


lion for the final three months, 
optimistic, however, about the 
prospects for the first half of 
1965. An average rise of 2 per 
cent in sales is predicted. This 
would be in about the same 
range as the increase in the ear- 
ly part of 1964. 


AH segments don't fit into this 


pattern. Example: the major 
appliance industry, in a sepa- 
rate forecast, is talking of an 
average growth in sales next 
year of between 4 and 5 per 
cent. This would give it the sec- 
ond straight record sales year. 
But manufacturers 
note that 


this rate of growth daesa't 


match 
that set the last two 


years. 


Government economists are 


giving an especially close look 
just now to signs that factory 
policies about inventories may 
be changing. 


The Commerce 
Department 


survey indicates that factory 
stocks are climbing in the final 
weeks of 1964 to a seasonally 
adjusted $62.2 billion. This is 
twice the rate of increase in the 
third quarter. Also another $600 
million advance in inventories is 
expected in the next three 
months. In the first half of 1964 
stocks rose by $150 million in 
each quarter. 


The sudden change in busi- 


ness thinking about building up 
stock smay be due to fear of 
labor stoppages cutting off sup- 
plies or union wage gains nudg- 
ing prices higher. Or it could be 
the first indications of a grow- 
ing prosperit ypsychology that 
in the past has caused invento- 
ries to climb wlien a business 
upswing was nearing its peak. 


To date the ratio of stocks to 


sales is far from troublesome, 
and within the range of the an- 
ticipated sales increases in the 
months ahead.

Only Woman 
Premier Hits 
a Setback

COLOMBO, Ceylon (AP) - 


Sirimavo Bandaranaike was a 
weeping widow with three chil- 
dren 
when she became 
the 


world's only woman to head a 
government. 


She was elected prinie minis- 


ter of Ceylon in July 1960, on a 
sympathy vote after her hus- 
band, Prime Minister Solomon 
Bandaranaike, was assassinated 
by a Buddhist monk. 


Now, five months before her 


five-year term is due to end, 
Mrs. Bandaranaike has suffered 
her worst setback — a defeat by 
one vote in Parliament last Fri- 
day. She announced afterward 
she would dissolve Parliament 
and call elections. 


The defeat stemmed from a 


campaign by Buddhist monks 
who interpreted her moves to 
take over the country's biggest 
newspaper group — Lak House 
— as part of a drive toward dic- 
tatorship, 
. 


The monks assailed her cpali- 


tion with the Trotskyite Sama 
Samaj party, declaring it anti- 
Buddhist and antidemocratic. 


The monks found another tar- 


get in Trotskyite Finance Minis; 
ter DK'N.'M. Perera's budget 
proposal to ease restrictions on 
tapping, coconut trees for toddy, 
a fermented alcoholic juice. 
They charged this was a deliti- 
erate • Marxist' plan to destroy 
Buddhism, which forbids al- 
coholic drinks. 


Mrs., Bandaranaike scrapped 


the toddy plan. But she did not 
yield in the press nationalization 
issue. 
' 


Defections from her Freedom 


party, last .week reflected back- 
benchers' fears of antagonizing 
the monks. Many rural mem- 
bers of Parliament were put 
into power with the monks' 
help; 


In her four years of power, 


the 
politically 
inexperienced' 


housewife became headstrong, 
resolute and intolerant of criti- 
cism — in contrast to her politi- 
cally experienced husband. 


Backbenchers bowed to her
